I the FBI and as a result the Secret Service was notified. 
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Arrangements were made by Mr. Rowley with Drew Pearson 
to have Ed Morgan come to see him and a tentative date was made ior 
2-8-67. Subsequently, on 2-10-67, Mr. Rowley spoke with Chief Justice 
Warren, informing him that neither Mr. Pearson nor Mr. Morgan had 
called and that the information received from the Chief Justice wouici be 
reported to the Bureau. The Chief Justice advised Mr. Rowley to eo 
whatever he had to do.
